In the Popular Science Monthly for 
January, Dr, William Frazer gives 
the following certain tests for death 
-in the human subject: The first is 
the application of chemical tests to 
discover whether the quantity of car- 
bonic acid exhaled from the air pas- 
sages is greater than that from an 
equal area of the skin or not. If it be 
greater, life exists; if not, the body is 
dead. The second test is the applica- 
tion of strong electrio currents to the 
throat. If muscular contractions of 
the glottis do not ensue, death is cer- 
tain. The third and most simple, as 
well as conclusive,is the application 
of sa blister over the heart. 
If the body be alive, a vital redness 
will appear in the true skin when the 
blister is removed; it dead, a yellow- 
ish white, horny appearance.“

How the Brave Beers Feught the 
British. 


Donnax, Jan. 20. 

In the recent engagement the Boers 
fought with determined courage. They 
captured the colors of the Fifty- 
Eighth Regiment, killing two officers 
in the charge. The colors were re- 
captured at the point of the bayonet. 
An eye witness says: The Boers were 
shot or wounded through their heads 
as they ley. If the Fifty-Eighth Reg- 
iment had been supported by another 
of 1,000 men the position would have 
been taken. Colonel Dean and Cap- 
tain Ioman were amoog the killed. 
Forty Boets fell close tothe British 
lines. 

Sir George Colley moved out with the 
Eighty-Sixth Infantry, 170 cavalry 
and six guns, five companies of the 
Fifty-Eighth,cavalry and artillery sup- 
porting. He attacked the enemy's 
left. After a gallant and nearly suc- 
cessful charge, io which General Dean, 
commanding, and all his staff and 
mounted officers were shot down, they 
were driven from the hill. The casu- 
alities, as far as known, are General 
Dean, Major Poole and Lieutenants 
Elwells and Baittie, killed; Lieuten- 
ants Hingestone, Lovegrove and 
O'Donnell, wounded, and 181 were 
killed, wounded or missing. 


Snalipox ia Dakota. 
YanxTon, January 29. 

There have been fifty cases of small- 
pox in Uaion county, fifty miles east 
of here, half of which proved fatal. 
Both Houses of the Legislature bave 
suspended all other business and 
passed an Act authorizing a rigid 
quarantine. A private letter says 
there are 100 cases near Elk Point.
